Siuirr-fiohted  as  we  are,  how  childifh  are  our  complaints, 
ho.v  .ihliircl  arc  our  repifiings !  rcpinings  and  complaints  into 
wl)i(  h  we  furrly  fliould  never  fill,  did  we  ferioufly  rcfled^  on 
the  infinite  and  amazing  vicillitttdes  in  haman  affairs,  did  wc 
(  Miiiili  r  iliat  the  fevered  afflictions,  according  to  our  hafty  ap- 
iHclitnlioiis,  are  often  eventually  the  mod  ful^autial  bleflings.

Juft  about  this  lime  1  received  a  great 
deal  of  pleafure,  pleafure  very  little  cxpeclcd,  from  my  diend 
Thecnloi  e*s  return  from  Lilbon :  his  arrival  gave  me  th'»  greater 
delight,  as  I  had  flattered  myfclf  that  he  would,  as  a  iincere 
friend,  enjoy,  by  the  force  of  (ynijiaihy,  the  happinefs  which 
I  felt  in  tny  lovely  Maria’s  company. 

I  flew  to  him,  therefore,  immediately,  and  prelented  him 
to  my  wife  with  the  higheft  enconiiums  on  each  other,  whkh, 
indeed,  they  both  deferved,  and  which  they  both  foon  felt; 
neither  proceeded  from  the  extravagance  of  love,  or  the  po^ 
inantic  ardour  of  friendfliip.

'vas  jullly  denominated  Na(b  :  but  why  (hould  Horace  be  cal¬ 
led  Flaccus,  as  if  his  ears  had  been  ftrctched  in  the  pillory  :  I 
need  not  mention  the  Burrhi,  Nigri,  Rub,  Aquilij,  and  Rutlllj, 
l)ecaure  we  have  the*  fame  foolifli  furnames  in  England ;  and 
even  the  Lappa  ;  for  I  myfelf  know  a  very  pretty  mlfi  called 
Kmigli-head,  though,  in  fadl,  there  is  not  a  young  lady  in  the 
l^ills  of  mortality,  who  takes  more  pains  to  drew  her  hair  to 
die  bed  advanuge.

This  gentleman  was  Iwn  in  !Dul»]in,  whi»re  be  received  t 
tolerable  education,  notvviibflanding  his  motlTtr  morrd 
vin-the  humble  fpbere  of  a  petty  linen-draper.  Upon  hi*  €ift 
?rriv.il  in  London,  he  eng.'»ged  as  joiirneyiran  to  the  lame  pro- 
1‘eflion;  but  feeling  in  himfelf  a  gi eater  propciifity  to  follow 
the  niiifcs  than  trade,  and  making  (bine  conneeftions  in  the  li¬ 
terary'  world,  he  commenced  antlior.  We  do  not,  however, 
find  that  he  gained  either  much  honour  or  pro.^it  by  his  lacu- 
hrafions.  His  edition  of  i'ryden's  works,  for  which  he  re¬ 
ceived  a  ronrulcrabk*  fnin,  may  be  in  p.irt  an  exception;  but 
•his  bookfcller,  who  purcharetl  it  at  the  rccommendatijn  of  a 
celebrated  connoilfeur  in  literary  merit,  had  reafon  to  wiO) 
this  exfcpiinn  had  never  rxiiUd.

The  lall  of  ihefc  ladit  s  lived  with  him  (or  (ome  lime  ia  t 
(late  of  poetical  obfeurity,  n|K>n  ilie  Auir  Horv;  and  it  is'bf* 
lieved,  (he  had  fo  great  a  paniality  for  him  and  his  talents 
ahal  nothing  could  ever  have  wran'*d  her  from  him —  bat  bis 
tayloT*:i  arr^lling  him  for  a  fuit  ol  cloaihs,  which  he  had  long 
before  worn  mil  in  the  (Vrvicc  of  the  ladies. 

Lser  attached  to  the  hramiful  part  of  ihe  creation,  he  de¬ 
voted  his  lalv>urs  to  them  even  in  ctiiilmenient ;  and  w’bilft  he 
was  at  Ferguibnk  l*punging-hou(*e,  he  produced  the  firft  ^i- 
tion  of  Harrises  Li/K  which  he  fold  to  a  certain  bookfell^*;

When  Collet  complained  to  <,>uiu  of  the  impropriety  of 
chufing  Derrick,  after  expatiating  upon  all  the  errors  of  his 
conduct,  and  his  want  of  knowledge  in  ]>olite  life,  concluded 
with  an  ohfervation  upon  the  inligniticancy  of  his  figure,  and 
the  difagreeablenefs  of  his  fmell. — “  Why  then,  (aid  Quin, 
take  an  exlinguiflier  and  put  him  out.”  *  * 

Neverthelefs,  he  acquitted  himfelf  very  well  In  his  new  cm* 
ploymeiii ;  and,  excepting  a  few  fiying  IkirmiHies,  and  fimc 
altercations  with  the  manager  of  the  jday-lioufe,  he  maybe 
faid  to  have  filled  his  polt  to  the  general  fatisfaction’ of  the 
company  at  Bath. 

His  pafiion  for  drefs  was  now  difplayed  in  its  greateft  lati¬ 
tude  ;  and  though  his  employment  might  give  a  fandion  to 
elegance,  it  did  not  feem  fiifficienily  lucrative  to  enable  him  to 
difplay  fnch  a  s'aricty  of  fiimptnous  cloaths.  He  howmr 
found  means  by  benefits,  and  fnch  like  douceurs,  to  increafe 
his  falaiy'  from  ;tpo,  to  upwards  of  800 1.  a-year.  Jn  imitation 
rf  his  predecelliir,  he  wore  a  white  hat  when  at  Bath,  and 
afligued  the  fame  rcafon,  which  was,  that  it  might  not  he 
changed  in  the  hurry  of  buiinefs. 

His  gallantries  had  for  fome  lime,  it  is  generally  believed, 
been  confined  to  jViifs  H— -s,  an  a<5trefs,  who  lubducd  his 
heart  in  the  character  of  Elvira  in  the  Spanifii  Fryar,  and^who 
fill  continues  10  exhibit  on  the  flage.  * 

Vanity  had  no  fniall  (hare  in  the  compofition  of  our  mafierof 
tVic  cerf  monies. — It  w’as  hi.«  ambition  to  he  thought  a  man  of 
the  moll  gallariry,  the  moil  wit,  and  the  mod  politcnels  of 
any  in  Furo]>e  ;  or  if  you  would  not  allow  him  this,  he  infixed 
np<Mi  being  the  fiift  poet,  ai.d  keeping  the  belt  company.

Seme  are  of  opinion,  that 
the  cold  be  caught,  when  his  wig  was  pulled  off  fitme  time 
Inue  by  an  Irifli  gentleman,  had  hung  upon  him  ever-fiuce, 
and  at  lafi  terminated  in  a  lever  and  death.

“  ^nakefpeare  wrote  at  a  time  when*  learning  was  tin<5lurcd  with 
rf.l-niiy;  wit  was  unpolilhed,  and  mirth  ill  bred*  The  court  of 
biv.ilH'.b  fpoke  a  fcientific  jargon,  and  a  certain  oblcurity  of  Ryle 
n  .i  .erlaliy  alfcclcd.  James  brought  an  addition  of  pedantry,  tc- 
'  iiiied  by  indecent  and  indelicate  manners  and  language,  fiyr 
I  J.  iagion,  or  from  complaifance  to  the  tade  of  the  public.  Shake* 
^  fills  lomctimes  into  the  falhionable  mode  of  writing  t  bu^  thif 
only  by  lits ;  for  many  parts  of  all  his  plays  art  written  with  tho 
noble,  elegant,  and  uncorrftptcd  (implicity.

His  tranflatijns  often,  his  criticirms  ftiil  of- 
tener,  prove  be  did  not  pcrfc(ffly  underfUnd  the  words  of  the  author; 
and  therefore  it  is  certain  he  cutild  riOt  enter  into  hit  meaning.  He 
comprebended'ehough  toperccivche  was  unohfervant  ofro.neclfabtilhed 
rules  of  compoGtion  ;  the  felicity  with  which  he  performs  what  no 
rules  can  teach,  cfcapcs  him/* 

Our  author  has  digeded  his  obfervations  on  Shakerpetr«*i  genius 
and  writings  under  the  following  heads,  viz,  Ou  Dramatic  Poetry; 
on  the  Hiltorical  Drama  ;  the  Ilf  and  2d  parts  of  Henry  IV.  on  the 
preternatural  Beings;  the  Tragedy  of  Macbeth  ;  upon  the  Cidna  of 
Coroeille  ;  and  death  of  Julius  Cxfar.  In  treating  of  Dramatic  Poet¬ 
ry,  he  remarks  that, 

'  Accoiding  to  Ariftotle,  chap,  vi  there  can  be  no  tragedy  without 
nwdlon.  Mr  Voltaire  conftlTes  that  fome  of  the  moft  admired  trage¬ 
dies  in  France,  are  rather  converfations,  than  reprefentationi'^of  an 
aflloti,  ft  will  hardly  be  allowed  to  thofe  who  fail  in  the  moft  clTen- 
tial  part  of  an  art,  to  fet  up  tbeir  performances  as  models.  Can  they 
who  have  robbed  the  tragic  rngfe  of  all  her  virtue,  and  divefted  her 
of  whatfoever  gave  her  a  real  iiitereft  in  the  human  heart,  require  we 
(hould  adore  her  for  the  glitter  of  a  few  falfe  brilliants,  or  the  nice 
arraDgement  of  frippery  ornaments  ?  If  flic  wears  any  thing  of  intrin- 
iic  value,  it  has  been  borrowed  from  the  ancients  ;  but  by  thefe  arttti 
it  is  fo  fantaftically  fafhiooed  to  modern  modes,  as  to  lole  all  its  ori¬ 
ginal  graces,  and  even  that  necclTary  qualiGcation  of  all  omaaieDti| 
Gtnefs  and  propriety.  A  French  tragedy  is  a  tilFue  of  declamatiois, 
and  fume  laboured  recitals  of  the  cataftropbe,  by  which  the  fpirlt  of 
the  drama  is  greatly  w^eakened  and  enervated,  and  the  theatrictl 
piece  is  deprived  of  that  peculiar  influence  over  fhe  mind,  which  Itdfr* 
rives  from  the  vivid  force  of  reprefeutation.
